Tying Knots 


A knot is either exactly right or hope- 
lessly wrong. A knot is never ‘nearly right’. 
There are very few knots, probably Jess than 
a dozen that may be drawn up by merely 
pulling the two ends. Knots have to be first 
formed (tied) and then worked or drawn into 
shape. If the knot is not properly worked, 
the result may be altogether a different knot, 
or the knot may even slip. It is of utmost 
important. Therefore, practice the knots 
thoroughly, even to tie the knots, behind the 
back, blindfold or in the dark. 


Knots generally are catagorised as 
follows : 

1. for tying the ends of the same rope, 

2. for tying two different ropes, 

3. for fastening a rope to a poster ring, 
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4. for making a loop in a rope, 

5. for temporarily shortening a rope, 

6. for making a stopper in the end of 
a rope. 


Tying the ends together — ‘Reef knot’ 


The Reef knot is the most commonly 
used knot for this purpose. It is wrong 
notion that this knot is used to tie the ends 
of two ropes of equal thickness. Except for 
the fact, the knot is easy to tie and untie. 
Reef knot is not such a safe knot at all. It 
should be remembered Reef knot is best to 
use to tie the two ends of the same rope 
together. The Reef knot is used for tying 
parcels, rolls, bundles and bandages. It may 
be remembered as a parcel knot or a binder 
knot. 


Figure of Reef Knot : 


To tie the Reef knot correctly, take an 
end in each hand and cross them, the left 
hand being on top. Bring the left end under 
the right hand end and pull the ends. 


Unless made carefully, attempt to tie 
a Reef knot may end up ina ‘Granny knot’. 
It is also called a ‘Lubber knot’. This knot 
slips and many times it is difficult to untie 
this knot. So it is better to learn to tie a 
Reef knot correctly and a Granny knot is 
never to be used. 


Slight variations of this knot are slipped 
Reef and Double slipped Reef. These varia- 
tions are adopted to make the knot more 
temporary. 


Even though the ‘Reef knot’ is the best 
knot for tying parcels, it is not very safe 
when the rope is under tension while complet- 
ing the knot. A slight variation of Reef 
knot known as Man Harness knot or the 
Harness Bend is used. However this knot 
is not easy to tie and at the same time it is 
difficult to untie. 


Figure of Man Harness Knot 


However, just for fun there is also the 
‘Thief Knot’. It is not so easy to distinguish 
this knot from the Reef knot. The ends are 
diagonally opposite to each other in Thief 
knot whereas the ends in a Reef knot are 
on the same side. 
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The sailor, it appears used to tie the 
Thief Knot round their cloths bag. A thief 
after seating would tie a correct Reef knot. 
After the sailors returning, this was an indi- 
cation to go into action to try to locate 
thief. 


Tying two ropes together or 
bending two ropes together 


A bend is a term used for knots used to 
tie two ropes together. But there are a few 
exception. Some of the bends are not used 
to tie two ropes together. 


The most commonly used and the simp- 
lest bend is SHEET BEND. This also is a 
reliable knot. Sheet is the name given to a 
number of the ropes that go to rig a ship. 
The Sheet Bend derives its name from its 


bending (tying). This knot is also known as 
a Weavers Knot. 


This knot is tied by forming a bight in 
the left hand rope and weaving the end of 
the right hand rope up through the eye, 
around the bight, and back under itself as” 
shown in the figure. However the weaver 
ties the knot in a different method altogether. 


In a correctly made ‘sheet-bend’ both 
the ends are on the same side. This is also 
named as right hand Sheet Bend. However

the left hand sheet bend in which the ends 
are On opposite side is not a safe knot. 


In case of two ropes of different thick- 
ness, it is always the thinner rope which has 
the round turn made in. 


The DOUBLE SHEET BEND is made 
by taking a round turn instead of a single 
turn in the sheet bend. This knot is more 


secure and strong, particularly when the 
ropes are of different thickness. 
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Carrick Bend 


There are two carrick Bends, viz., 
Single Carrick Bend and Double Carrick 
Bend. _ These bends are used only when the . 
ropes are large or hawsers, as are used in : 
towing. These bends are never used unless 
the ends are seized. 


To tie these knots, start with either a 
bight or a loop (depending upon the single 


’ 
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or double carrick bend) and weave the end 
of the other rope as shown in the figure. 


Carrick bend is a perfect bend and is

most beautiful to look at. This knot is also 
used in weaving mats. It should always be 
remembered that the two ends in this knot 
are always diagonally opposite. 


Double Carrick Bend 


Bow-—line Bend 


Another useful bend is a Bow line Bend. 
This knot consist of two bow lines (to be 
dealt with later). First tie a bow line. Pass 
the rope through the loop of the bow line 
and tie another bow line. The resultant 
knot is called the Bow line bend. 
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Fisherman Knot 


To join thin materials, such asa gut or 
nylon the Reef knot and the Sheet bend are 
not useful. In such a case the fisherman’s 
knot is used. This knot is used by the 
Fisherman to tie the ends of guts. This is 
also known as waterman’s knot, the Angler’s 
knot and the Englishman’s knot.

Figure Of Fisherman Knot 


To make this knot, lay the two ropes together and tie an over hand knot in each end 
round the other rope and pull the two standing parts, to tighten the knot.

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That Public Image 


What can we actually do at Group 
level to achieve the objective of improving 
the public image of Scouting and promot- 
ing Scouting ? 

The key word here, it seems to me, is 
‘actually’. Let’s have no ‘high-falutin’ 
theoretical nonsense here — no ‘’Why don't 
they ?’’. The question is what can we as 
Group Scouters and Committee members 
really do about this. Afterall, itis in the 
Group that the Scouting Game is actually 
played; the whole top-brass edifice of 
H.Q., Area and District Organization exist 
only to make it possible for the Scouters 
of the Group to give little Billy Smith and 
Tommy Jones their Cubbing and Scouting 
and the best possible Cubbing and Scouting 
at that. 

1. Scouters should provide top- 
quality programmes. The best advertising 
agent that Scouting can possibly have is 
the boy who goes home from his Pack or 
Troop meeting after having a thoroughly 
good time. His enthusiasm is infectious 
and spreads among his family and friends. 

2. Group Headquarters should be in 
first-class condition-— good state of repair, 
neat and tidy. This applies to the grounds 
too. A prominent notice, with a Scout 
Badge, should proclaim that this is a 
Scout Hall. This latter idea can apply also 
to Groups meeting in Church and other 
halls-notice board ’’ 3rd None such Scout 
Group meets here’. 

3. Involve parents as much as 
possible — invitations to functions, visit- 
ing days at camp; parents’ evening; 
father-son hikes, etc.; participation § in 
achievement awards, e.g., presentation of 


badges; investiture of own sons; personal 
contact with Scouters. What about an 
“Information Course’’ for Parents ? 

4. All public and special occasions 
must be well planned, well organised, 
punctual in starting and especially punctual! 
in ending. Above all they should be 
thoroughly enjoyed. 

5. The behaviour and attitudes of 
Scouters should be exemplary when in 
public and with the boys. There should 
be no need to enlarge on this. 

6. Efforts should be made to enlist 
the interest and support leaders of the 
Local Community Ministers of Religion, 
School Principals, leaders of Local Guide 
Companies and other youth organisations, 
local business men and sports personalities 
Councillors, M. Ps. andso on. Some of 
this falls in the scope of the District 
Association, so there should be co-opera- 
tion here to avoid over—lapping. 

7. Group Magazine (bulletin- news— 
letter) is valuable in: 

a) passing on news and information, 

b) bringing parents into the family 

circle, 

c) building up Group spirit-very 

valuable. 

8. Appoint a Public Relations Officer 
(a lay member or the Group Committee) 
to assist the Group Leader in his task of 
building up and maintaining a favourable 
public image for the Group. 


Discuss some of these ideas and 
apply them in your own situation.

Immediate Aim: It is well known to 
us that Cubbing is a scheme of Scout train- 
ing for boys in the age group between 7 and 
11. We are also conversant with its present 
and immediate aim, which is to provide them 
with plenty of play and pastime. The joy 
and enthusiasm they display and derive from 
participating in games know no bounds. 
What every boy is passionately fond of is 
plays of his own make or choice and he likes 
to play them the whole day, sometimes 
without minding hunger and thirst. He is 
so much absorbed in them. It is very remark- 
able that Cubbing has taken a due cogni- 
sance of this play instinct pulsating in the 
heart of every child and turned it to good 
account. 


Place of Play in Cubbing: There are 
different theories of play into which we 
cannot go at present. Let us just recall to 
our minds the very authoritative writings of 
such world famous students of Child Study 
as Spencer, Groos, Hall and Johnson, who 
have unanimously given the verdict that free 
play is the most natural form of education 
for a child-education in the real and literal 
sense. The very valuable contributions it 
makes towards his physical, mental and 
moral development can never be over-esti- 
mated. Quoting a few practical instances 
and that on the basis of the experience in 
our own field, we see Cubs enjoy themselves 
by taking part in such games that involve 
running and touching, chasing and catching, 


hunting and ‘“‘killing’’. These are evidently 
best calculated to call into vigorous exercise 
the physical poweis of a boy and promote 
his health, vitality and strength. Sense 
Training plays, which loom very large in 
our Cub Programme, go a long way to 
develop his mental faculties such as percep- 
tion, observation and imagination. The 
spirit of team and co-operation receives a 
powerful stimulus from the practice of Free 
and Group games, which generally occupy — 
the first place in Pack Meetings. The very 
fact that the whole pack is recognised and 
held up as the basic Unit for conducting 
games and other activities goes very far to 
foster and develop co-operation and social 
consciousness. We know our B.P. used to 
call a Cub Pack a Happy Family. It is 
really so. 


Is the idea revolutionary? It is of no 
little interest and value to Cubmasters and 
Cub workers to know that Cubbing follows 
very Closely and religiously the natural play 
method of education. The play technique 
used by Nature is the Cub creed. Instead 
of entering into an academic exposition of 
this Cub principle of training, we will do 
well to go right down into actual brasstacks 
and investigate the different ways and means 
which need to be adopted by the Movement. 
Here is one capital idea. Every play or game 
should be so conducted or directed as to 
achieve one definite and specific purpose of 
development. Let no one jump to the hasty 
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conclusion that this is a strange, utopian and 
dogmatic theory of play, which is not at all 
possible. It will spring a surprise on one to 
hear that it is the good old play formula, 
which has been very strongly advocated by 
the Founder of Cubbing but has receded 
into the background for some reason or other. 
The kind attention of the Cubmaster is 
drawn to the page 235 of the Wolf Cub’s 
Handbook in this context. Our B.P. writes 
there. 


“But it should be understood that in 
this direction lies a great means to success, 
especially if games can be thought of in 
relation to their moral and physical benefits 
to boys and grouped on some such principle 
as this’’:— 


Games Effect 

Leaf-hunting Observation 

Stepping-stones Concentration of mind and 
effort 

Leap-frog Physical ability and courage 


K ite-flying Construction 
Far and Near Eye sight 
Rounders Co-operation. 


Be Romantic: Finally, a word or two 
have to be said about romance, without 
which our Cub games and other activities 
will sink down to the level of class room 
exercises. Cubbing is, as it were, instinctive 
with romance. We will do well to recall 
here that our B.P. founded and evolved the 
Cub Scheme from a jungle tale entitled 
Mowsgli’s Story, which is best calculated to 
conjure up the romantic atmosphere indi- 
spensably needed for successful Cubbing. It is 
a simple, empirical and psychological truth 
that every boy of Cub age lives every minute 
in a land of imagination and adventure. It 
is therefore our bounden duty to explore and 
use the different ways and means of satis- 
fying and directing romance along the right 
lines of development and character 
formation. e

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Diamond Jubilee of Cubbing 


1976 is the Diamond Jubilee Year of 
Cubbing, for Cubbing started officially in 
1916 though the history of Cubbing goes back 
to the days before 1914. It began with the 
little brothers swooping like a yelling pack 
of wolf cubs into the world of Scouting, 
clinging on tenaciously to their elder brothers, 
the Boy Scouts, and refusing to be left out 
of the fun and adventure of Scouting! The 
Founder of Scouting, Baden-Powell was quick 
to take notice ! He was much too wise to let 
the little bovs merely ape the Boy Scouts in 
their some what tough activities and, in the 
process, overreach and overstrain themesel ves. 
Scouting for Boys was not meant for boys 
below 11 years of age. The younger boys 
needed a different atmosphere and a different 
programme of activities to cater to their 
temperament and capabilities. 


An outline of the proposed Wolf Cub 
scheme appeared in the Head-quarters 
Gazette of January, 1914. In June the same 
year came the first ‘Wolf Cub Pamphlet’. 
But the Wolf Cubs tended to become merely 
Junior Scouts. At last, after a Conference 
of Cubmasters in London in June, 1916 had 
adopted B.-P.’s new scheme of Cubbing, 
more or less as we have it now, a separate 
Cub Department was formed and the Wolf 
Cubs first took their official and recognised 
place in the Movement ‘at the end of 1916. 
At the same time B.-P. published ‘The Wolf 
Cub’s Hand Book’ which is still the guide 
book of Cubbing. 


The whole idea of Cubbing is to prepare 
the small boy for Scouting. But, with his 
insight into the deeds of the younger boy of 
between 7 and 11 years, B.-P. built his seheme 
of Cubbing around his natural urges, capacity 
and potentiality. The boy of the Cub age 
loves, in his simple way, ‘‘fun, feeding and 
fighting’’. He is highly imaginative and lives 
in a world of make believe. He is fond of 
games and stories, romance and adventure. 
He is eager to learn and do things for him- 
self and shine in the glory of achievements. 
He is active, alert and restless, seeking an 
outlet to his abundant energy. 


So B-P.’s scheme of Cubbing was woven 
around the facinating story of Mowgli in 
Rudyard Kipling’s ‘‘Jungle Book’’, the story 
of a boy reared up ina wolf-family in Seconee 
forest, near Jobalpur, India. And the scheme 
of Cubbing provided for plenty of fun, 
games, story-telling, romance, adventure, 
novelty and variety of activities. To prepare 
the Cub to become a Scout, to educate him 
in the elementary stage of citizenship, the 
scheme provided for training in elementary 
Scouting, suitable and useful skills and crafts 
habits of health, obedience and discipline, 
teamwork and individual efforts, — self- 
expression and self-restraint, a spirit of help- 
fulness and service and above all, love for 
Nature and God’s wonderful gifts. In the 
process, such natural tendencies of the boy 
of this age-group as destructiveness, selfishness 
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and boastfulness, wither out or are sublimated 
and latent qualities blossom forth. 


Such a scheme was bound to succeed. 
And it did. A. howling success: You will 
find the Cubs along with the Scouts in nearly 
a hundred countries of the world to-day. 
And what a joy it is to see these little devils 
spring up, full of life, as they give their 
““Grand Howl’’, as they dance and play, 
show their skills and crafts, and revel in 
their simple delights in cheerful discipline, 
perhaps at times full of noise (and occasional 


fights; )—-enough to worry the poor Akela off 
his head. Yet, as they cluster around him, 
full of love and trust and eagerness, Akela’s 
sorrows do not ‘vanish like a bubble’ but 
burst into an iridiscent rainbow of happiness.

Impact of Story telling in Cub-Training 


The cub system of training is to improve 
the efficiency of the rising generations as the 
good citizens of the future. We can general- 
ise and divide the training into four sub-heads 
viz., character, physical health, handicrafts— 
skill and helpfulness. 

The story telling in Cub-training is an 
important training in the education of child- 
ren and it is prominent feature of Cub-train- 
ing. It awakens them in a more active and 
conscious interest in life, creates ambition 
and leads them to make high wishes, distin- 
guish right and wrong thing which ultimately 
helps to develop good character and helpful- 
ness among the boys. ‘‘Agglomeration of 
experience, interest, ambition, high principles 
and ideals! what is this but Character’’?— 
Wolf Cubs—that is the reason why we insist 
that under no condition should the pack be 
deprived of the principle of atleast one yarn 
a week. The Mowgli story gives an idea to 
the Cubs how the world would be when they 
hear about the disorganised people—like the 
Bandarlog or Monkeys, the people without 
law. Mowgli’s friends—Baloo, Bhagheera and 
Kaa and Mowgli’s enemies—Sherkhan and 
Tabaqui—Episodes of these will be a great 
help in training character. 

The law of the jungle is Mowgli’s guide 
and he is therefore equipped for life on a 
higher level. Mowgli’s adventure in the jungle 
illustrates the education every human being 
has to receive. 

Fun and laughter are essential in forming 
character and stories which amuse cubs, quite 


apart from any ulterior motive, which have 
their place in Cub programme. 

The whole beauty of the story asa 
character training instrument is that we have 
to consider the selection of stories. There 
are three main types of story. The first is 
the short yarn complete in itself which must 
play a prominent part. The other two are 
serial and the story cycle, i.e., series of yarns 
dealing with the same hero. 

We must have definite idea behind the 
telling of a story. The stories will inculcate 
in the boy’s mind Loyalty, Bravery, Selfless- 
ness or Truthfulness. The imporant thing 
we must bear in mind is never to point toa 
moral—that would be fatal. 

The Jungle story (Mowgli story) has an 
impact in cubbing. We find the animals 
which are referred in the story havea symbolic 
value. Each one represents a quality, an 
aspect, a tendency or a state of mind which 
is found in human beings. The boys like it, 
swallow it with relish and digest it thoroughly 
and all the while they are assimilating nou- 
rishment in their sub-conscious mind. 

The rule of the Jungle which are well 
known to the cubs and which state that the 
cubs think first of others, always keep their 
eyes and ears open. are always clean, always 
happy and always tell the truth, are candid 
descriptions of the feelings and behavior 
befitting an individual who is on good turns 
with himself and Society.

The Co-operation of the general public is absolutely necessary for the 
Authority for implementing its programme effectively and it is sincerely hoped that, 
all the citizens of Bangalore would respond and Co-operate with this Institution 
in achieving its targets.

LT. Col. v. K. SUNDARAM. M.C., 
L.M.S., M.B.B.S. (Madras) DMRT Edin. 
B.A., (1970) M.A. (1973). He was lured 
into the world brotherhood in 1936-37. 
In 1940 he attended the Scout Wood Badge 
Course at Doddaballapur. He started his 
own open group and was awarded Scout 
Wood Badge in 1940 December. His troop 
won the rolling shield instituted in the taluk 
for second class efficiency. Led a contingent 
of 250 Scouts of the then Kadur District for 
the 10th State Rally at Bangalore Cubbon 
Park. One of Col. Sundaram’s Scouts is an 
IAS officer now while another an high rank 
Army Officer. 


Col. Sundaram got a commission in the 
Indian Medical Service of the Armed Forces 
in 1941. From January 1942 to December 
1945 served in the battle fields of Burma as 
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D.A.D.M.S. and was awarded the coveted 
‘Military Cross’ for his conspicuous gallantry, 
a luck coincidence on 22nd February 1942 
B-P’s birthday. On August 22, 1942 the 
then Chief Commissioner of Mysore Late 
Sri Shankaranarayan Rao felicitated him at 
the State Council Meeting on the award of 
M.C. and paid great tribute to Col. 
Sundaram’s brave act. 


In August 1945 he was released from the 
Emergency Service. A deserving mention 
is, that he wrote Part 1 (theory) of Rover 
Wood Badge while on field service and 
gott he certificate with special commendation. 


SIXTH WORLD JAMBOREE AT 
MOISSON, FRANCE 1947-led a contingent 
of 8 Scouts from our State and also acted 
as the Medical Officer of All India Contingent 
of 150 Scouts. Independence day was 
celebrated in the middle of the Jamboree. 
After the Jamboree he stayed back to qualify 


for DMRT degree at Edinburgh. His son 


studies in Royal High School, Edinburgh to 
finish his Oxford School final certificate, 
while his wife a Medical Officer of Mysore 
Medical Services visited various hospitals 
in UK and USA for latest knowledge of 
Women and Children’s diseases. 


During his stay at Edinburgh he took

Courses. His love of Gilwell] was So great 
that he visited the place nearly a dozen times 
during his stay in U.K. 


In 1950 he became Headquarters 
Commissioner for Scouts of our State. He 
got short service Commission in 1951 and 
pioneered the first Radio Theraphy Depart- 
ment AFMB attached to the Military 
Hospital in Poona. 


In 1950 he qualified as DCC Scouts 
He became DCC (C & R) in 1961 and finally 
DCC (CS & R) combined as Camp Chief 
Scouts India in 1966. He became State 
Commissioner Scouts in 1960-1965 and 
took a leading part in the 3rd All India 
Jamboree held at Bangalore in 1960. In 
1961 took the TTC course held at Ceylon. 
Presumably, his demonstration of the 
“Swinging Bridge’ as Leader of the Project, 
resulted in an open invitation from Mr. John 
Thurman to assist Gilwell Camp Chief in 
July-August 1965 and he did so at his won 
cost, the only Indian Scouter to have been 
offered the chance, nay the honour to Indian 
Scouting and Scouts. 


Sth FAR EAST TTC COURSE AT 
PACHMARHL-assisted Dr. Nathu, Inter- 
national Commissioner Scouts, India and 
Leader of the course. 1960-65 Camp Chief 
(Scouts) India. The far East Region of the 
world Bureau oppointed him as one of the 
members of the Far East Training Sub- 
Committee 1966-68, the first and only Indian 


to-date. He attended five Gilwell re-unions 
at Gilwell, the International Training 
Centre. 


FOREIGN TOUR—He visited Head- 
quarters of Boy Scouts of America, Canada- 


Rover Moot 1949 at Norway and also asa 
delegate to the 12th International conference 
and 17th International conference at New 
Delhi 1949, 4th Far East (Asian) conference 
as Delegate to Kula Lumpur in December 
1964, thence to Singapore Scout Head- 
quarters, 20th World Conference at Mexico 
1965 and a tour round the world visiting New 
York, New Orleans Los Agles, San Fransisco, 
Honolulu, Japan, Hongkong, Bangkok back 
to India. In 1966 assisted on TTC course 
at Gilwell attended the 4th Trainin g Commis- 
sioners’ Conference at Gilwell and presented 
two papers. The first lap of his world tour 
with Scouting errands in 1965 took him to 
Moscow as well.

Delhi-B-P Bhavan at  Pachmarhi and 
towards part of the furniture in a hall at 
Gilwell. 


Of Col. Sundaram, a leading journalist 
of Bangalore had stated, ‘‘there is a miracle 
fibre called a courage and some men _ have 
more of this than others. Surely this must 
be said of an outstanding army office i.e., 
Col. Sundaram’’. Col. Sundaram, is always 
of the opinion that the younger once should 
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be encouraged to take place and positions in 
Scouting and has done so in various ways, 
many feel greately indebted to him, parti- 
cularly the members of the Training Team of 
our State. Col. Sundaram, despite his bad 
knee of his left leg, never misses to attend 
when invited, any Scout meeting or function 


and he always does by coming in neat and © 


correct uniform. He has also written a 
number of pamphlets and booklets for the 


benefit of Scouters. The training note books 
he has maintained with meticulous care, his 
good library of rare Scouting books, his 
attractive photo albums with Scout photos 
galore, are all interesting and inspiring to 
look into. Surely it can be said of Col. 
V.K. Sundaram, M.C., that he is an out- 
standing Scouter in many respects and a 
shining example to the younger genera- 
tion.

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THE STORY OF KNOTS 


—By H. Y. RAMATAH, Headquarters Commissioner (Scouts) 


Selection of a good rope depends upon the 
following factors 


i. The selection of the best fibres. 


ii. The preparation and spinning of these 
fibres into yarns of uniform size and 
strength. 


iii. Forming the yarns into a solid circular 
Strand in a way which ensures that all 
the yarns are parallel and that the 
strand is smooth, even, has the correct 
twist. 


iv. Laying three or more strands into rope 
with the correct angle, to comply with 
the conditions for which the rope is 
made. 


Strength of Rope 


The use of rope depends upon its 
Strength. It is always dangerous if the rope 
frays or cut when put to use. The following 
table approximately, gives the safe working 
loads of different types of ropes, the size 
being one inch in circumference.

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The care of Rope 


Rope is most essential piece of equip- 
ment for a Scout. Utmost care should be 
taken to preserve the rope for as long a 
period as possible. The rope should always 
be kept dry. Damp rope should never be 
coiled. It must always be stored in a dry 
place. Care should taken to see that kinks 
are not formed. A good rope is never cut 
unless it is necessary. 


Coiling 5 
» ; 

The best way of Storing a rope is by 
coiling. The rope is laid on the ground in 
as straight a line as possible, and kinks are 
removed. One end of the rope is held in the 
left hand, and the rope is gathered in the 
right hand, to form a loop of approximately 
eighteen inches. This loop is placed over 
the palm of the left hand, the rope is formed 
into further loops by slipping in between 
the thumb and the forefinger of the right 
hand, giving it half a turn to counteract the 
twist formed in the rope while ‘forming loops. 
This method also avoids the formation of 
kinks. The rope should always be coiled in 
the direction of its lay. Right handed laid 
rope should be coiled in the clockwise 
direction. One of the best methods used by 
Sailer is the Flat Coil. The coil is started 
by laying the outer coil first and winding 


inward in a clockwise direction. Many a 


time the coil is started backwards by begin- 
ners. The accurate size of the outer coil can 
be estimated after several trials. In this 
type of coiling also, care should be taken to 
see that the kinks are not formed, by giving 
a half turn for every loop. 

Coiling is finished by, an inside turn is 
wound two or three times around the coil 
and with half hitches. 


Preperation of Rope 


A rope one inch in circumference and 
twenty feet long is found to be adequate and 
useful. The ends of the rope should always 
be protected. Otherwise the ends will fray, 
as the twisted strands loosen. Fraying is 
Stopped either by ‘Whipping’ or ‘‘Back 
Splice’’. 


Whipping 


The name ‘Whipping’ is given to the 
method of finishing the end of a rope, was 
due to the use at sea to prevent fraying and 
excessive wear caused by the end of the rope 
‘whipping’ in the wind. Common or plain 
whipping is normally used even though 
there are other methods such as palm and 
needle whipping, sailors whipping, sail- 
maker’s whipping and west country whipp- 
ing’’. Whipping is effective when its width 
is equal to the diameter of the rope. How- 
ever this depends upon the size of the rope 
and the whipping material used. 


Common or Plain Whipping 


A loop is laid along the rope. The 
running end is wound over the rope and the 
loop a number of times, placing each turn 
close to the other. The running end is taken 
through the loop and the other end is pulled 
so that the running part is drawn half way 
through the whipping. The ends are then 
trimmed, 


Parts of a Rope 


The rope is divided mainly in to three 
parts for the purposes of tying knots 
I Standing part, II BIGHT and III the end. 

The ‘End’ of the rope is the extremity. 
The ‘Standing’ part is the inactive part, as 
opposed to the Bight and the End. 

The ‘Bight’ is the central part of the 
curve is narrower than a semi circle, in a 
rope as distinct from the end and the 
‘Standing’ part. 

The following terms are also commonly 
used in tying knots 

“Open loop’ is a curve in a rope narrower 

than a bight but with separated ends. 

‘A closed loop’ is one in which the lays 

are brought together but not closed. 

‘A Single turn’ is one in which two lays 

of a loop cross. 

‘A Round turn’ isa single turn with 
another turn.

Fire Accidents in Homes

Some time ago when the Fire Brigade 
rushed to a residential house in response 
to a fire-call it was found that the kitchen 
was fully ablaze. The fire was immediately 
put out and while investigating the cause of 
the fire the master of the house was pointing 
out to the lady of the house as the main 
cause as she had prevailed upon him to 
acquire a gas oven. 

But on a detailed inquiry into the 
incident it was learnt that the master of the 
house himself was the culprit. In his effort 
to make a cup of tea in a hurry when the 
lady of the house was having a bath, he had 
opened the gas first and then tried to strike 
a match. 

The kitchen match box being damp, he 
had to try with four to five match sticks and 
when it finally struck fire there was a flash 
all round and all the surrounding cumbus- 
tible materials were set on fire. 

What happened in this case was the 
combustible gas accumulated all round the 
room and when at last the match stick got 
lighted it ignited the whole room in a flash. 

Always the match stick should be 
lighted first and only then the gas should be 
opened. The gas oven isin no way more 
dangerous than other types of ovens provided 
the preliminary precautions are taken. 

Leaving the kitchen fire unattended and 
storing of fuel close to the kitchen hearth 


is one of the most common causes of home 
fires. 

Kitchen fires should never be left un- 
attended and when the fire is burning the 
house should not be locked and left under 
any circumstances. 

Carelessness in the use of electricity also 
cause many fire accidents. Care should 
always be taken to see that there are no 
easily combustible material within two or 
three feet from any lighted electric bulb. 

The most common cause of fires of 
electrical origin is due to forgetfulness to 
switch off the current after using an elec- 
trical appliance. 

Electrical appliances are often purchased 
and put into use with manifold socket 
arrangements without consulting any quali- 
fied electrician to see whether the added load 
is within the capacity of the circuit. 

This may lead to the overheating of the 
conductors resulting in the deterioration of 
the insulation which may result in fire acci- 
dents. Though ‘Do it yourself’ is the 
modern trend in getting things done at home, 
as far as electricity is concerned it is safer to 
leave‘the job to a qualified man. 


In general it can be said that thought- 
lessness, negligence, carelessness and over- 
familiarity are some of the main causes of 
the fires in residential premises.

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THE STORY OF KNOTS

Knots are as old as history. It is be- 
lieved that thousands of yearsago Og son 
of Fire or one of his fellow pre-historic men 
tied the first knot. The distant ancestor 
discovered the first knot by twisting the 
ends of some vine or a creeper and tied a 
over hand knot. Probably the second is 
the Figure of Eight knot which he got by 
twisting the vine once more. The over-— 
hand knot and the figure of eight knot 
have been used by early American Indians 
to tie the thongs that bound the stone 
heads to the shafts of their hammers, axes 
and arrows. 


Through passage of time man’s know- 
ledge and intelligence developed. It is 
known, during neolithic era man knew 
how to weave clothes, make nets and 
‘twist fibres to from cords and ropes. 
Probably the Reef knot and the weavers’ 
knot (sheet bend) were used during this 
period. But it is very difficult to know the 
order of discovery of knots. 


The Incas of Peru are known to have 
developed a complex system of knots. 
During the same period the Egyptians and 
the Phonecians seem to have developed 
Knots. In China the knots have been used 
in ancient times. Even today it is found 
that the Incas of Peru and the Chinese 
shepherds have a system of counting the 
sheep with the aid of knots tied on a 
string. The Egyptians are known to have 
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sailed through the river Nile. 5000 Years 
old Jewellery are found decorated with 
some beautiful knots. A fully rigged ship 
model has been found in the tomb, of 
Tutankhanem. A ship could not have been 
fully rigged without the knowledge of a 
good number of knots. 


Many of our modern knots were found 
to be used by the Greeks and Romans. 
This is evident from their well preserved 
jewellery. The most famous of all the 
legendry knots is the Gordian knot, devi- 
sed by King Gordius. It was prophesied 
that any one ugfying this knot shall rule 
the whole of Asia. History reveals that 
Alexander the Great cut this knot with his 
sword when his attempt to untie this knot 
failed. 


It was also believed by the Greeks 
and Romans that certain Knots bring good 
luck or bad luck. This superstition pre- 


_vails in India also. In medival times, 


conjurers sold charms made of knots to 
bring good or bad luck. 


It is believed that the knots were in 
use in India, thousands of years ago. The 
excavations of Harappa and Mohenjo-daro 
reveal the use of knots in carts and other 
equipments. A study of Ramayana and 
Mahabharata, reveal the art of archery, 
horsemanship, chariot race, etc. All these 
involve the knowledge of a good number 


of knots. The ‘Brhamagantu’ is compara- 
ble to the Gordian knot. The fact that our 
Sages in ancient times wore cloth made of 
tree bark is indicative of the advanced 
technique of weaving, ropemaking and 
Knot tying. . 


The influence of Superstition still 
lingers today. In the early days it was 
believed that the knot that tied a sailors’ 
hand kerchief about his throat brought 
good luck. The same knot is tied even 
today in tying, an every day four—in-hand 
neck tie, even though the Significance is 
forgotten. 


Rope 


Usually a knot is always associated 
with a rope. Primitives used creepers and 
leather thongs to tie knots. Man started 
twisting acoupleof leather thongs together 
when he found a single thong was too 
weak. Thus the first rope was formed by 
twisting a couple of thongs together. 


With the expansion of man’s know- 
ledge he started making lighter and 
stronger ropes. When Egyptians weaved 
the first rough cloth, sailors formed tough 
and strong ropes by using the papyrus and 
flax grown on the banks of river Nile. The 
cotton and sisal of Central America, the 
jute of India and the Manila of South Sea 
Islands, when used in making ropes, are 
found to be more tough and strong. It 
may be recalled here the cloth used by our 
sages, during vedic times was — obtained 
from out of the tree fibres. As civilisation 
and technology advanced, nyion braided 
ropes are in every day use through out 
the world. It is known to be light, strong 
and least prone to deterioration. 


How Ropes are made 


Ropes can made out of any fibre. But 
the selection of fibre depends upon the 
nature of rope and its use. The common 
natural fibres in use are cotton, jute, sisal, 
coir, agave, flax, hemp, etc. The fibre is 
made into a yarn by twisting it right hand. 
The twisting of two or more yarns to the 
left forms a strand. Rope is the product 
of twisting these Strands. Normally three 
Strands are twisted together to the right or 


laid-up to make a rope. Sometime four 


Strands are also used. Large plain laid 
rope over about 5 inches in diameter is a 
Hawser or Hawser laid. When three plain 
-laid or hawser-laid ropes are laid up 
together left handed, the resulting product 
is called a cable. Ropes and knots have 
a languange of their Own; yarns are 
““spun’’ hence the terms “Spun-Yarn”’ 
Strands are ‘formed’, ropes are ‘laid’ and 
Cables are ‘closed’. 

Nylon, polyester, polypropylene, poly- 
thene, etc., are names which have been 
given to synthetic fibres developed in 
recent years in laboratories throughout the 


world. Their use in rope making has pro- 


duced Outstanding results, and available 
today are ropes stranger and lighter than any 
thing made from natural fibres. Their great 
advantages are found in their absorbancy 
factor, their tremendous resistance to 
weathering and their Wearing properties. 

The important element in a twisted 
rope is the alteration of direction, so that 
the fibres and strands pull against each 
other and overcome their normal tendency 
to untwist and fray. The friction of the 
alternately twisted parts makes a hard 
compact rope capable of repelling water 
and withstand greater strain.

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Scout - Guide Corner 


1. This Week’s Special : 


A weekly ‘something’ to revise at home- 
middleman’s knot, the knee bandage, 
conventional signs—helps to polish up small 
details and guides the Scouts in self-training. 


2. Tree Census: 


Every year we have the GROW MORE 
TREES campaign. Try this to keep up the 
interest of your Scouts. ‘‘How many diffe- 
rent kinds of trees can you list within a 
quarter of a mile radius of your school ?”’ 
Let your Patrols quarter area and list. A 
seasonal report on the trees-buds, flowers, 
fruits etc.,-might follow. 


3. Bombardment Time Challenge : 


Knots revision with fun. Scouts must 
tie kncts under difficulty? One Patrol in 
centre of a big circle. One of their number 
sits ina chair with three pieces of rope to 
tie three named knots ;_ rest of Troop round 
edge of circle with half a dozen tennis balls. 
At GO, they bombard knot-tier whose 
Patrol must try to protect him by catching 
and stopping balls and throwing them back. 
Knot-tier stands on chair as soon as he has 
tied three named _ knots, being timed by 
Scouter. Each Patrol in turn takes centre 
position. 
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4. Timber Hitch Relay: 


Patrols in relay formation. Rope and 
bundle of staves per Patrol. First Scout 
runs toa spot, ties staves with a timber 
hitch, drags to Patrol, takes back, unties 
and returns to Patrol. Others continue. 


5. Running Knots: 


Patrols in relay formation. Each with 
a piece of rope. Scouter calls out a knot, 
and No. 1 runs to a spot and returns, all 
the time running and tieing the knot whilst 
running. Game continued till all the Scouts 
complete. 


6. Tie up: 


Each Patrol to be given one minute to 
tie up P/L of another Patrol. Points given 
by Scouter for knots and leadership under 
APE. 

Patrol] then have to untie their own 
P/L. Points to be given for speed. (No 
tying above shoulders). 


7. Relay: 


Scouter gives a climbing yarn (or reads 
a piece from a climbing book) and explains 
what a belay is. Divide Patrols into threes. 


The problem is for the leader to secure the 
rope, tie a bowline round himself, No. 2 to 
use a manharness knot to tie himself to the 
trope and No. 3 another bowline. Variation - 
Do the tying while lying on the floor or do 
it blindfold. 


8. Street Survey: 


Have cyclostyled plan showing streets 
only (double lines) of reasonably large area 
round school or headquarters. Each Scout 
within given time to fill in names of streets 
and principal landmarks. 


9. Sign Cards: 


Make a set of cards of conventional 
signs, one set per Patrol. Patrols in relay. 
Set of cards at end of room in box or other 
container. Scouter calls out a sign ‘Temple’, 
‘Rly. station’, etc. No. 1 runs to cards and 
finds correct card. Then with No. 2; Sic:

Courtesy... 


A letter written by the Executive 
Commissioner of the Singapore Scout 
Association and published in ‘‘Singaporc 
Scouting’ is reproduced below. Though 
it was directed to Scouters in his own 
Association, it has a number of points which 
are applicable to many of us no matter in 
what part of the woild we live : 


“*A few years ago our Government laun- 
ched a campaign. The Courtesy Campaign 


in Singapore: Because the need for courtesy 
was found to be so vital in the efficient run- 
ning of the Government machinery that it 
has become an intrinsic part of the work 
ethos. 


Many of us regard courtesy as only poli- 
teness in speech but the need for polite com- 
munication extends beyond speech. The 
need to be prompt is courtesy itself. 


As members of the Scout Organisation 
we do receive many letters, and circulars 
from the Districts and HQ where replies are 
needed the returns sent. Generally there is 
a target date. Most of us need the discipline 
of the time-table to keep us on the move, 
hence the target date. Replies and returns 
must be promptly submitted otherwise we 
inconvenience others and to anticipate the 
convenience of others is a mark of a noble 
spirit. 


We must also inculcate in the boys we 
lead the promptness we desire. Are our 
meetings prompt ? Do we begin and end on 
time ? Are attendances carefully taken? Is 
pregramme faithfully adhered to? Are our 
replies to the District complied with? Are 
our returns to HQ meticulously and punc- 
tually attended to? 


These are some of the considerations 
that make up the lot of an Adult Leader. 
But why this emphasis on promtness ? 
Promptness ensures the smooth ruming of 
so large an organisation as the Singapore 
Scout Association and efficiency promotes 
good will and satisfaction and above all ‘‘a 
Scout is courteous.” 


Some Thoughts for the Young 


In Florida, US, Judge Alfonsa Sepe 
had the miserable duty of sentencing a 17 
year-old youth to a year’s gaol for possessing 
hallucinogenic drugs and assaulting a police 
officer. The judge’s words, in handing down 
the sentence, have been widely circulated in 
the States and should be worth thinking 
about even here. 

Speaking dircctly to the youth, he said : 

‘Do you know who is going to serve 
that year? Not you; your mother and 
father will serve that year. Your body is in 
the stockade for a year but their souls are 
tormented for a lifetime. 

‘I have not spent five cents raising you. 
I didn’t know you from Adam. But your 
mother and father have put their lives, their 
hearts, their sweat, their money and every- 
thing else they have, into bringing you up. 
And now they have to sit in this court room 
and listen to a total stranger, who had noth- 
ing to do with your upbringing, scold you 
and put you in gaol. 

This is a time when phoney kids your 
age are yelling, ‘‘You adults have your 
alcoho], we want our drugs ; you have pol- 
luted our water and air, you have polluted, 
this and that’’ and all the rest of the gar- 
bage that comes out of your mouths. I want 
you to think of this for one year, and the 
reasons why I say it: If you are sick, a 
doctor will treat you and he won’t be high on 
drugs. The lawyer who represents you won’t 
be high on drugs and the people in whose 
custody you’ll be, won’t be high on drugs. 
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“Your astronauts are not on drugs ; 
your President is not and your legislators 
are not. And your engineers who built the 
bridges you drive across and the tunnels you 
drive through are not on drugs and those who 
built the planes that you fly in, and the 
cars you drive, are not. 

‘But in the world of the future the 
Same my not be true. Teachers, doctors, 
lawyers, legislators-products of the new 
drug-oriented generation—-may well be high 
as kites. You won’t know whom to send 
your child to, or whom to trust your life to. 
Let’s see what kind of a world you leave 
your children before you talk about the 
world that we left ours’.

Scouting and Guiding helps to build up 
the body and the character. of the youth by 
catching them young and inculcating in them 
at a very young age the virtue of patriotism, 
self-discipline, the virtue of help to others, 
the virtue of community living and tolerance. 
If you inculcate these very virtues in them 
at avery early stage, a strong foundation 
towards good character is built. As any 
citizen whose life has been built upon on that 
strong foundation is likely toturn out asa 
worthy citizen and the job of the Scouters 
and the Guiders is to build up the character, 
build up the body so that these children that 
are entrusted to your charge will in future be 
the people who have strong character and 
good citizens. I am glad to meet Scouters 
and Guiders who are now taking up one of 
the toughest course in Scouting and Guiding 
and the toughest course is not merely to pass 
an examination but as we have very rightly 
observed that the toughest course is also a 
pledge of dedication. A pledge of dedication 
to the service of the Movement so that it can 
discharge its duties towards the youth of our 
country and through them to the country it- 
self. I understand that you are finishing 
your course to-morrow and that the camp 
will break off thereafter. Well I do hope

be provided for this, than for other nation 
building or character building organisations. 
I don’t grudge of their money. Let them 
have it too. But what I desire is that much 
more should be provided for us because we 
can do better job of it and that we can do 


much.better job than the others can and will 
depend very much on you all. You have 
taken the highest and the toughest course of 
Scouting and Guiding who are well versed 
in the law and who can pass it on to the 
young. I wish you all success in this task 
which I would even describe it as a holy task 
because it is.holy in as much as you are help- 
ing in building up the future of India to the 
future generation.

Scouting for Boys of 4 to 6 year of age on the 
Lines of the “BEAVER PROJECT’ of Canada 


The newest project of Boy Scouts of 
Canada is the Beaver Programme for boys 
aged 5to Cubbing. The Beaver project is 
so named after the very active lively animal, 
distinct to North America. This is a limited 
experimental programme for selected areas : 
with a continuing evaluation progress. It is 
already catching all over that country and 
drawing the attention of several other coun- 
tries of the Globe. 


The unique theme of Beavers programme 
is to lead naturally into the Cub-—Scout 
programme. 


The Beaver promises to love God and 
to help take care of the World. The Beaver 
Law: ‘‘A Beaver has found, works hard and 
helps his family and friends. The Motto 
Sharing, Sharing, Sharing. The basic 
programme is one to one and a half hours 
per week: Parents, Rover Scouts, Boys 
Scout, Cub Scout and others 14 years of age 
and over (Male and female) are involved in 
Serving the Boys. 


Beavers work towards the same ideals: 
As the other Scouting Progrommes (Cubs, 
Boy Scouts, Rover etc.) which seek to help 
boys develop into better man and citizen 
of the Community. Lord Baden Powell’s 
last message was in accord with Beavering 
when he asked everyone ‘“‘to leave the 
world a better place when he came; into 
its. 
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The Beaver Units called colony. It is a 
combination of four ‘‘Lodges’’ totalling 20 
to 24 boys. Six boys of different age from 
a ‘Lodge’. Boys of same age work together 
as a ‘Tails’ Five in colour change every half 
year as the Beaver advances in age with acti- 
vities to suit. The Uniform is a blue and 
brown coby hat, brown. vest with blue 
pockets and a blue investitute Scarf. Blue 
represents sky and water, Brown represents 
earth and the beaver. The Registration fee 
is set by the Local Council. 


It is recommended that a similar project 
is oriented the needs and conditions of 
our country be introduced to include boys 
of 4 to 6 of age into scouting and to help in 
developing our boys to be better citizens from 
a still younger age than the present 7 years. 


Our State Chief Commissioner is 
requested to take necessary step in this 
matter and obtain the permission of the 
National Headquarters if need be and form 
committee for orienting the project and 
launch the programme as a pilot project ina 
chosen area or areas.

I should like to warn wearers of the 
Wood Badge that by gaining that little 
emblem they put themselves on a pedestal 
where, not without reason, they have to 
stand up to criticism. That bead is a rocky 
pedestal. 


There are many men who have done 
their ten years, it may be, in the movement 
who may say ‘‘Why should this whipper- 
snapper, with ten days’ Training, lord it 
over me ?’’ | 


The ten days’ training is, of course, 
only the completion of a considerable period 


of theoretical training, but at the same time 
it is up to the “‘Whipper-snapper’’ to show 
that through intensive study and practice 
he has made up for any want of years of 
service. 


On the other hand, it is also open to 
the ten-year man to gain the Wood Badge 
himself, if he is not too proud to do so. 
His example is of potent value. 


I give this warning about whippers- 
snappers from a very frequent experience 
in the army, where one saw the old soldier, 
with many years of service and rows of good 
conduct stripes to his credit being lorded 
over by a keen young whipper-snapper non- 
commissioned officer. The old soldier hadn’t 
bothered to get promotion; but as a rule 
he took it in very good part where a young 
man with greater ambition got the badges of 
rank which he might have had _ himself, 
provided that W.S. proved himself really 


good. 


Now that the training for the Wood 
Badge is being brought to the doors of 
Scout masters, I am hoping to see the day 
when that Badge will be come the usual 
appendage of every Scout master as a sign 
that he has got the right hang of Scouting 
in practice, while the Ipese promise will be 
guarantee that he has got the right hang of 
its theoritica] principles. 


A man starting to train boys with put 
this knowledge is awfully handicapped and 
has often to go a long way round before he 
“‘gets there’’ in fact some times he never 
arrives, even after years of it.

Grows 


Although a few individual Scout 
amateur radio stations have used ‘‘Slow 
Scan Television’? (SSTV) during past Jam- 
borees-on-the Air, the 19th JOTA on 16-17 
October 1976 will be the first to fully incorpo- 
rate the small but growing Scout SSTV net 
work. This is largely due to the impressive 
‘“*Radio Scouting’’ operation at NORD- 
JAMB-75 which was in regular SSTV contact 
with ‘‘Join-In-Jamborees’’ at Kyoto, Japan 
and Gilwell Park, England. By good fortune, 
one interested reader of the report on Gil- 
well’s video link with NORDJAMB with 
borrowed equipment was the president of an 
American company that makes SSTV sets 
who isa Wood Badge holder. He enthu- 
siastically donated an SSTV unit to Gilwell, 
so for the 19th JOTA there will be known 
Scout SSTV stations in Norway, the UK, 
Japan and the USA. Interested Scout groups 
should contact their local amateur radio club 
to locate members with SSTV equipment 
willing to participate in JOTA. (In SSTV, 
it takes about a minute to scan and transmit 
a picture line by line. So still objects are 
usually placed in front of the lens for 
transmission (photos, drawings, written 
messages) while the two stations talk by 
radio). For 1977 JOTA the world Bureau 
in Geneva hopes to be equipped to use the 
““OSCAR”’ communications satellite for 
improved voice transmission quality.

15 State Branches having their own 
OFFICIAL ORGANS is a credit to the 
Bharat Scout and Guides. 


Out of these 18 Magazines 11 are 
monthlies, 6 quarterlies and 1 half 
yearly. 

‘Khabar of Meghalaya’? is the youn- 
gest of all the monthlies — just 4 months 
old. 


Karnataka, Maharashtra and West 
Bengal are publishing their Magazines 
(all the 3 are monthlies) for over 50 
years. JATRI of West Bengal celebrated 
her Golden Jubilee last year. Uttar 
Pradesh stands next — 45 years. Kerala, 
Rajasthan and Tamilnadu are publish- 
ing for more than 20 years. 

What a Herculian job — we hear of so 
many Magazines and Periodicals rising 
and falling like mushrooms — 50 long 
years continuously publishing one issue 
of about 32 pages every month having 
none of the ingredients which make 
magazines popular in the market but 
disseminating, purely technical material 
on Scouting/Guiding and educational 
activities — most exciting. 


Twelve out of these 18 Magazines 
are approved by the educational 
authorities of their respective states for 
the use in school and college libra- 
ries. 
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Some of them are approved by the 
Local library authorities for purchase 
and use in public libraries. 

This is a proof of the fact that the 
material of these magazines is really 
useful for young men and women and 
that this fact is indentified by the 
Educational authorities every where. 


Fifteen of these are registered with the 
postal authorities as magazines. 

This means they are being posted 
regularly during the allotted days of 
the month. 


These magazines publish Scout/Guide 
material in English, and 10 major 
Indian languages namely — Assameese, 
Bengali, Gujarathi, Hindi, Kannada, 
Malayalam, Marathi, Punjabi, Tamil 
and Telugu. 


Andhra Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh 
have additional staff exclusively appoin- 
ted for editing/publishing their maga- 
zines. 

Since last year many more State have 
appointed additional staff. 


Average annual subscription is Rs. 4.50 

We hear of the non availability of 
news print, gradual rise in the price of 
paper and cost of printing - inspite of 
all these the price of the magazines is 
not increased because our intention is 
not to make money but to enthuse more 
young men and women to read and 
derive maximum benefit. 


The estimated number of Readers of 
all these magazines is 1,36,500. 

To the best of our knowledge the 
combined circulation of al] these maga- 


zines is no less than that of any other 
monthly published in India.

Unite for National Strength 


THE BHARAT SCOUTS & GUIDES, KARNATAKA 
Conference of Commissioners & Secretaries - 1976 


The Conference was inaugurated on 
9-7-76 by His Exeellency the Governor of 
Karnataka, Shri Uma Shankar Dixit. 


Shri A. D. Anandan, State Secretary 
gave a brief on the deliberations of the 
conference convened by the National Head- 
quarters on the role of the Bharat Scouts and 
Guides Movement in the implementation of 
the Prime Minister’s Twenty-point Economic 
Programme and the Prime Minister’s Shield. 


Smt. Lalitha Krishnaswamy, Joint State 
Secretary read out the messages of good will 
received by Shri J.B. Mallaradhya and other 
illustrious persons wishing the Conference a 
SUCCESS. 


In his inaugural address the Rajyapal 
highlighted the significant-part that is being 
played by the Government in character 
training of youth instilling a sense of respon- 
sibility and discipline in them. He was of the 
opinion that Scouts and Guides were distinct 
from others so far as their behaviour, Cour- 
tesy, Public relationship and initiative are 
observed at home and in public life. 


The Scout and Guide Movement has 
taken up a laudable venture of implementa- 
tion of the Prime Minister’s Economic 
Programme at a time when the whole coun- 
try’s attention is drawn to this good and 
great task. He advised that activity well- 
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suited to the capacity of Scouts and Guides 
may be entrusted to them with the proper: 
guidance, leadership and co-operation by 
adult leaders. These activities are intended 
to develop urban and rural areas with a 
specific purpose. All of us are on our test. 
The success rests on the achievement of the 
target we have fixed. 


The Youth should be so educated in this 
scheme that there should be no element of 
coercion from outside to involve them in 
this scheme. Instead, they must feel that 
this is their own programme taken up volun- 
tarily for the amelioration of the condition 
of less-fortunate brethren of our country. 


The Youth should make a house-to-house 
visit, hand over the literature published in 
simple language and meet the people later to 
educate and win their support for the cause. 
The work of supervision should be put an 
end to. He quoted an instance of a Japanese 
who did the Job of maintaining electric 
service of a particular area on his own and 
how he was the symbol of the National 
character. The result of this campaign has 
to be reviewed and evaluated. He congratu- 
lated the organisers on choosing the vital 
points of maintaining cleanliness in cities and 
villages, planting of trees on a mass scale, 
maintaining. greenery, protection of wild 
life, propaganda against certain social evils 
like Dowry system, etc. 


He assured of his support for financial 
help by Government as the scheme under- 
taken by the Bharat Scouts and Guides is 
of utmost importance to the Nation at 
large. 


Shri T. A. Pai, Honourable Minister 
for Heavy Industries, Central Government 
opined that present day youth is fortunate 
in that, it has got an opportunity of facing 
many challenges. The Scout and Guide 
Movement is well poised to train our boys 
and girls so as to change their attitude to- 
wards the problems of life. Our assets are 
ourown men. The system of education in 
our country should be devised in such a way 
that destruction of public property is nothing 
short of destroying his own property in a 
foolish way. One can exercise his right with- 
out realising his obligation to the society and 
- the country. 


Though science and technology is pro- 
gressing at a quick pace, man’s brutish nature 
is still evidenced in some aspects of life. 
How marine drive in Bombay, a beauty spot 
is littered with paper bits by the visitors and 
how people of Europe endeavour to keep 
their city as clean as possible is mentioned 
by the Minister. He was of the view that 
Scouts and Guides should try to build up 
a reservoir of good will of Society by their 
devotion to duty, helpfulness, discipline, 
loyalty and exemplary behaviour. It is 
always better to find out ways and means to 
earn money for their activities like helping 
farmers in spraying insecticides, collecting 
news papers, and lots of things unwanted 
by the people which not only bring in money 
but helps to keep up our town and cities 
clean. Distruction of forests has resulted 
in imbalance between plantation of trees and 


the beneficiaries. We have to consider the 
interest of the future generation. Selfishness 
should be given a good-bye. How can I help 
my country should be a watchword. 


He exhorted the Scouts and Guides to 
rededicate. and to bring a new image of 
India. 


Smt. M. R. Lakshamma, Vice-President 
welcomed and Smt. Octavia Albuquerque, 
State Commissioner proposed a hearty vote 
of thanks. 


One of the most important items of the 
Economic Programme relates to arresting the 
growth of population in our Country. Mrs. 
Rukmini and Shri Vijaya Raghava Rao of 
Family Planning Association gave a vivid 
picture of the disastrous effect that our 
Country will have to experience after 24 
years from now, if timely measures are not 
taken effectively. 


The State Chief Commissioner rounded 
off the discussion by advising the participants 
to adopt one village by each district to 
launch this welfare scheme. They should 
take up the work dauntlessly. Examples of 
Japan and Australia were quoted to Pin-point 
the standard of living enjoyed by the people 
of these Countries by adoption of Family 
Planning methods whole-heartedly. 


On 10-7-1976 the deliberations began 
with the reading of papers by Smt. Hamida 
Rahman, State Organising Commissioner (S) 
on Prime Minister’s Shield Competitions. 


Sri K. S. Shankar, Leader Trainer (S) 
read out a paper on how to organise Rallies, 
Camporees, Jamborettes. 


Sri S. Audikeshavalu, State Organising 
Commissioner (Scouts) read a paper on 
behalf of Sri K. Kasinath on Diamond 
Jubilee Celebration of Cubbing in December 
76, which was followed by reading of a paper 
on Public Relations by Smt. Mythily 
Sampath, Headquarters Commissioner for 
Training (G). 


The following subjects were dealt with 
by Major Narayan Singh, District Commis- 
sioner (S), Sri K. B. Nanjappa Headquar- 
ters Commissioner for Training (S), Sri S.

DO WE UNDERSTAND ? 
ARE WE UNDERSTOOD ? 


The Scout Movement is not a social! service organisation. It does not profess, 
or desire, to associate all its members in any form of social service that may appear 
popular, or even necessary, at any time. From its start it has laid stress on the duty that 
a man owes his neighbour and has asked its members to do what good lies in their power 
to others round about them. The emphasis on the Good Turn won for Scouting much of 
its popularity in the eyes of the general public. Scouting does not aim, therefore, to 
render socia! service in the present-although it does frequently organise such service on 
special occasions. It does aim, however, at encouraging training, all its members, from 
the latest joined Tenderpad, to render service when they have sufficient strength, 
knowledge and experience to be able to render such service sufficiently, 
and are of an age to make their own selection. Scouting deals mainly with 
minors and it may not employ those minors on any work that may render them liable to 
risk or danger physically or morally. The obligation to parents and guardians is sometimes 
overlooked by those who criticise Scouting for not taking part as an organisation in some 
temporarily popular social service campaign. 


Rovers are of an age to be able to choose for themselves, and so it is that the 
service side of their activities is emphasised, but that service should come from the heart, 
and be an illustration of their general attitude of mind. It should be effective as a result 
of the previous and present training they have received and are receiving. It should be 
continued and not as a temporary nature born of the excitement of the moment.

scouting and Guiding in Schools

It will not be an indulgence in extra- 
vagance should I suffer myself to pronounce 
that Scouting is a ‘must’ in schools. If 
Scouting is taken seriously by the scout- 
masters and headmasters it will yield rich 
dividends to shape the destiny of the children 
and the nation at large. What do we mean 
by a Scout ? Oxford English Dictionary has 
this to say: A Scout isa member of an 
organisation intended to develop character, 
resourcefulness and public spirit. 


One of the central tasks of education is 
to build character. If so, does it not strike 
concordance with the aims and objectives of 
Scouting ? Will it be then justified to under- 
estimate the importance of scouting in 
schools ? It would be a crime of worst type 
should scouting be denied its due share of 
importance and treated with scanty deference 
in schools. Scouting should enjoy impor- 
tance on parity with other school subjects 
by reason of the luculent fact that Scouting 
is not only capable of moulding the children 
to the habits of good conduct and character 
but also arming them to face the battle of 
life with a smile on their lips in later years. 


For any progressing nation good men 
are needed. A mere literary instruction, 
said the Duke of Wellington when primary 
education was being extended in England in 
the 19th century, could only breed ‘Clever 
rascals’. 
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For an effective training in Scouting and 
Guiding the Scouters, Guiders and Head- 
masters may drive into sharper focus the 
following inklings :— 


(1) The Scoutmasters’ and Head 
Masters’ interest in Scouting should have. 
an infectious impact on students. 


(2) Study the Scout syllabus with scru- 
pulous care and then plan your work and 
work your plan. 


(3) Be strict about Scout uniform. 
Scout meetings should be attended by the 
Scoutmasters and the students in full Scout 
uniform. This will give dignity, grace 
and a disciplinary touch to your perform- 
ance. 


(4) Keepa good record of your work 
in a register. 


(5S) Visit schools which maintain an 
appreciable standard in Scouting. This will 
enable you to emulate certain norms. 


(6) A school Scout hand-written 
magazine may be brought forth. 


(7) Maintain a school Scout album. 
This will help preserve the photographs of 
certain good and commendable Scout acti- 
vities and events. 


(8) Encourage the Scouts and Guides 
to from the habit of reading the Scout and 
Guide literature. 


(9) Encourage the habit of writing 
stories, dialogues and songs about Scout 
activities and events for the School Scout 
magazine. 


(10) Scouters, Guiders, Scouts and 
Guides should read Scout Guide magazines 
and other literature pertaining to Scouting 
and Guiding to keep themselves abreast of 
latest information and developments in the 
field of Scouting, 


(11) Scouts and Guides should appear 
entirely different in their get up. They must 
present a different spectacle in their beha- 
viour, talking, walking, studying and 
dressing. Let the entire school feel the 
impact of Scouting. 


(12) The Scouts should contribute their 
mite in maintaining the general tone of 


discipline and in the task of smooth running 
of the school. 


(13) Scouts should be prepared to do any 
duty, at any time, at any place. 


(14) Regular annual inspections will have 
a tonic effect. The Scout troops and the 
Scoutmasters will be enthused to work hard 
on the basis of the guidelines given by the 
inspecting Commissioner from time to time. 


(15) Scouts should entertain national 
interest at heart and with true patriotic zeal 
prepare themselves to safeguard the hard 
won freedom. 


(16) In conclusion, I believe and I am 
adamant in my belief, that if Scouting is 
taken with a genuine patriotic zeal by every 
Scoutmaster and Head Master, problem of 
discipline will have been solved to a great 
extent and the impact of spectacular results 
of different helpful variety will be felt in all 
moral certainty.

Sri P. Shivashankar was born on the 
27th November 1905 and was among the 
earliest who joined Scouting in Mysore 
State (now Karnataka). As a Boy Scout in 
the 20th Bangalore Troop when the Scout 
movement was just being founded in the 
State under the leadership of the late Yuva- 
raja of Mysore Sri Kanteerava Narasimha- 
raja Wadeyar and through whose efforts a 
Canadian Scouter by name Frank C. Irwin 
‘was appointed as Director of the Boy 
Scouts of Mysore. Sri P. Shivashankar 
very soon became a Patrol Leader, Troop 
Leader and subsequently a Scout Master, 
and thus climbing up the ladder of Scouting 
in various capacities until he became the 
Assistant District Commissioner (S) for the 
Bangalore City District. He was also an 
active Rover Scout and Rover Mate in the 
Maharaja College Crew in Mysore. After 
completing his University Education in 
Mysore and obtaining the Law Degree from 
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the Poona University. he continued his 
services with the Boy Scouts of Mysore, 
first as Secretary of the City Scout Masters’ 
Association and subsequently as the first 
Secretary and also a little later as the 
District Commissioner of Scouts of the 
Bangalore City District Association. It 
was at this time that he organised the 9th 
State Scout Rally at Cubbon Park, Banga- 
lore in 1940, which was inaugurated by His 
Late Highness Sri Jayachamaraja Wadeyar. 

During the long association with the 
Scout movement both in the State and in 
India, Sri Shivashankar participated acti- 
vely in the several International Scout eve- 
nts, to mention a few of which were, the 
World Scout Jamboree in. Hungery, the 
Jamboree of Peace held in France in 1947 
and the World Jamboree held in the United 
States of America. During these world eve- 
nts he represented India and participated in 
the deliberations at the World Conferences 
(Scouts) in Paris in 1947 and in Mexico in 
1967. Sii Shivashankar occupied during his 
long association of the Scout movement, the’ 
top positions in the movement as Deputy 
State Chief Commissioner for Scouts and for 
two terms, as Chief Scout Commissioner of 
the Mysore Boy Scouts Association and also 
as Chief Commissioner (S) for India for two 
terms. As State Chief Commissioner he was 
mainly instrumental in organising the Third 
All India Jamboree when he was the Jambo- 
ree camp Chief at Bapujinagar (Sadashiva- 
nagar) in Bangalore in 1960. He was also 
1esponsible, as one of the founder members 
for establishing the Scout and Guide training 
camp site (Besant Park) at Doddaballapur 
which ranks today as one of the foremost 
camping centres in India. Sri Shivashankar 


held the Scout Wood Badge which is consi- 
dered to be hallmark for good and efficient 
scouting. In recognition of his most excel- 
lent services which he rendered to the move- 
ment for over five decades, both in the State 
and in India, he was awarded Silver Ganda- 
berunda in Mysore State and the Silver 
Elephant which is the highest national award 
in India. 

Apart from the Scouting services and 
activities, Sri Shivashankar was also one of 
the founder members of the Mysore State 
Rifle Shooting Club established in 1942 and 
was also one of the founder members and 
the first President of the Mysore City Swim- 
» ming Association and of the Dolphine Club 
in 1937. He was also responsible for con- 
ducting the National Swimming Champion- 
ship in 1956. He was a Founder President 
of the Rotary Club of Bangalore South. 

Sri Shivashankar was always looked 
upon by his colleagues, friends and admirers, 
as one of the most unassuming persons and 
cherished and regarded by everybody as one 
of the noblest sons of our state and country. 
His passing away on 23rd June 1976 has 
been a great loss to all his associates conne- 
cted and associated with him in Scouting 
and other fieJds of activities during the past 
many years. 


News of his demise was heard over the 
radio on the 23rd June 1976. He was not 
keeping good health for considerable time, 
though health was failing, he kept cheerful 
to the end. Of him it can be said, he liked 
Scouting, he loved Scouting and he enjoyed 
Scouting. He became a Scout right from the 
inception of the Movement in our State and 
climbed up the ladder, slowly and steadily. 
Hiking*and Camping and out-door-life, he 


liked most as one who has travelled widely 
and contacted Scouts every where, he felt 
inspired all the more about the potentialities 
of the movement and the benefits the younger 
generation could reap and tried his utmost 
to make the Movement stand on a firm 
footing in our State and his appointment as 
the Chief Commissioner (Scouts) India 
brought credit to our State. We will miss 
terribly, the fine and smiling personality 
and hasten to offer our sincere condolences 
to the members of the bereaved family. 


NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS, 
Delhi quickly flashed the news of his death 
by a circular to all the States in India with 
a brief note of his ‘Scout life’ and of his 
association with several other organisations 
with which he was connected, For, true to 
the saying : 


**He who ts busy, finds time to do all 
the more’’ 


Sri Shivashankar, served in some capa- 
city or the other, with zeal, many associations 
and organisations, over the years past. 


The National Headquarters circular 
concluded thus: 

With thousand others we unite in pray- 
ing ‘May His Soul Rest in Peace’ and we of 


the Bharat Scouts and Guides of Karnataka 


respectfully join too, in this prayer.

Scouting is a Way of Life

RELIGION is a ‘‘WAY OF LIFE’’. 
By religion is meant not the systems or 
organisation of faiths which are many and 
varied but the common eternal truth of the 
existence of God in which all religious 
organisations concur. 


The observance of rites and rituals are 
nothing but the guide lines for leading a 
happy life in this world. That is why for 
instance the TEN COMMANDMENTS for 
christians are there to be practised. So also, 
in other religions similar guide lines are 
there to be followed. They show the good 
*“Way of Life’’. To lead life which is free 
from sins, is to be helpful to others, to be 
morally straight and spiritually firm. One 
has to profess, practice and propagate a 
Good Way of Life. 


Religion in simple form singnifies two 
things. 


—_——_ —Belief and Conduct. 


Belief is founded on reverence for the supreme 
and super human cause and 

Conduct an implicit reverence to fellow-men 
and all beings. 


SCOUTING STANDS FOR THESE 


LORD BADEN-POWEL showed us 
this ‘‘Way of Life’’ in the form Scouting. It 


is a gift given by him to mankind particu- 
larly to the younger generation. 


B.P. — did neither discover nor invent 
Scouting. But we can take it that this idea 
came to him as an inspiration at a moment 
when he was on service in the middle of 
troublesome period. This is most similar to 
the inspiration received by the Saints, Sages 
or Prophets who have revealed their own 
system of code and conduct to feel one with 
God or to obtain his Grace. He has given 
more importance to one’s own faith in the 
Almighty. 


One of the objects of the Scout Move- 
ment as enjoined in APRO isto inculcate 
into the boy or girl a reverence for God. 
The Scout movement does not interfere with 
the religious systems, or practices of any 
Scout or Guide but encourage him or her to 
follow them even as of their parents and 
guardians have been doing and possibly to 
improve upon them to develop: greater faith 
in God. 


What Scouting and Guiding seek to ful- 
fill is to deepen and develop in boys and 
girls, the innate reverence and_faith in a 
supreme power. Our religious policy is com- 
pletely non-interference with the religions of 
our Scouts and Guides or with the rites, 
rituals and doctrines. One of the essential 
qualification for a Scoutmaster or a Guide 
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Captain as outlined in Rule No. 252 is a 
‘*full appreciation of a religious and moral 
aim underlying in the scheme of scouting’’. 


It is a pity that the most important 
attribute of the Scouter or Guider is not suffi- 
ciently realised. Discipline is largely, though 
not entirely a question of religion. 


Scouting is able to set up a high stan- 
dard of codification because of the moral and 
spiritual power gained by the practice of the 
Law and Promise. The best aid for the 
spirituals development of Scouts and Guides 
are :— 


1. Reading of one’s own sacred Scrip- 
tures. 

2. Attendance at the place of worship. 

3. Tolerance to other denominations. 

4. Grace before meals. 

5. Prayers after getting up in the 
morning and before going to bed. 

6. Stories of Saints. 

7. The Scouts Own. 

8. Daily Good Turns and service jobs. 

9. Natureramble (including hikes and 
excursions). 

10. Camping. 


Above all the personal example of the 
Scouts and Adult members. 


The Law and Promise run through all 
the three branches of Scouting and Guiding. 
The Scouter or the Guider must set an 
example by playing their part worthily in the 
daily practice of the law and promise. 


We should extend this mission of Scout- 
ing to Hotels, Motels, Hospitals, Rehabili- 
tation Institutions, Members of Armed 
Forces, College Students and those in the 
public nursing fields. 


‘*SCOUTING FOR BOYS ’’ — The 
Book contains the mind of the Founder. 


Its precepts are binding 
Its historics are true 
Its decision are immutable 
Let us read it to be safe 
and practice it to be holy 
It contains light to direct us 
food to support us . 
and comfort to cheer us. 


It is the Traveller’s map

Introductory or Explanatory Course on Local Level for a duration of 3 days or 
18 hours before the “‘PRELIMINARY COURSES’’. 


Preliminary Training Courses of a lesser duration of not less than 7 days and 
not more than J0 days. 


Instead of Advanced Course, Pre-Himalaya Wood Badge Course for a period of 
7 days after the holding of warrant for 6 months’ duration. 


Group discussion Meeting conducted by a Leader Trainer for 3 days or 18 hours, 
for Himalaya ‘Wood Badge Part I aspirants not necessarily under camping 
conditions. 


Himalaya Wood Badge Part II aspirants shall be permitted to attend Part II 
Course, only after attending the Pre-Himalaya Wood Badge Course and that the 
duration of the Part II Course has been reduced by 2 days. 


Wood Badge will be awarded to the aspirants on the recommendations of the 
District Commissioner after the aspirant has completed Parts I and II and after 
he has been able to produce atleast, in the case of pack Scouters six II Star 
Cubs, in the case of Troop’ Scouters four first class Scouts and in case of Crew 
Scouters-Two Presidents’ Rovers. 


The Himalaya Wood Badge Woggle may be awarded to the successful candidates 
of Pre-Himalaya Wood Badge Course as an incentive. 


. The above changes comes into force with immediate effect and all the Secretaries of 
the District Associations are requested to note the changes and implement the same 


forthwith.

Inaugurating the 13th Commissioners’ and Secretaries’ Conference of the 
Bharat Scouts and Guides at Azad Bhavan, New Delhi, on April 29, 1976 
the Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi said :

In a country of 
India’s size and great diversity, with 
problems of gigantic proportions, it is 
Only when people learn to’ help one 
another then we can really change society 
as it must be changed in order to allow 
the country to progress and to keep up with 
the challenges and changes of this fast 
moving world. 


| was very glad to see some of the 
programmes which you have taken up 
for immediate implementation under 
this scheme of the Shield. {t is when 
one concentrates on practical, immediate 
and feasible programme which is capable 
of being done by young people then one 
can notice results. In our country, we 
always tend. towards something that. is 
very big and spectacular and_ in that 
process we are unable to build 
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the base which can sustain the bigger 
project. 


No tree can flourish and grow unless 
its roots go down deep and | think that 
some of the items which you have now 
undertaken are the roots of a new society 
and a new way of thinking and a new way 
of living. And these are some of the 
matters which we have neglected fora 
long time. 


____| don't want to talk about the pro- 
grammes themselves. obviously since you 
have adopted them, you think that they 
are worthwhile. We are involved in India 
in bringing about changes.in our society 
without changing our basic values. 


This is much more difficult. It would 
not be so difficult if we decided we want 
to remainas we are, no matter what 
hardship and misery we bear. It would 
not be so difficult if we said “‘let us take a 
big broom and sweep everything away 
and starta new’, although it would also 
bring its own hardship on millions of 


people. .But we have to choose what-is 


the most difficult path, and that is of each 
person having to think and decide for 
himself. or ‘herself. At each moment 
we have to see: what is geod in the old 
and what is good in the new and to achieve 
a.mixture_of the two.-which can create.a 
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new society with new outlook dedicated 
to service not only amongst ourselves in 
Our country, but to the service of humanity 
as a whole. 

Fortunately in India we are sustained 
by some of our traditions which have 
always stressed the fact that the world is 
one family. It has always stressed the 
ideas of listening, tolerating other ways of 
life and culture and this is how the great 
diversity has grown in India because new 
ideas have come and instead of fighting 
them we have tried to absorb them in our 
Own society. This ishow we have become 
such a diverse, such a composite society 
and culture and we believe that this very 

” diversity not only enriches life, makes it 
more interesting, but we believe it even 
contributes to the strengthening of our 
unity and our country. 


We have always been deeply attached 
philosophically and otherwise to nature, 
to wild life, tofloraand to fauna. Today, 
seeing the results of industrialisation, how 
in many countries, in many areas and even 
in our own country there is pollution of 
air and of the water, anew awakening has 
come about with regard to this aspect of 
life. An American, Mr. Buckminister 
Fuller, wrote some time ago about the 
earth and its problems and described that 
the earth is like a space-ship which has 
various goods stored there for the use of 
those who live there. It has food, and 
ithas air and it has water, but none of these 
areunlimited: ~So far in olden societies 
they have been used in such a way that 
they were being constantly renewed. 
For the first time science which came 
as a great boon to human society, 
was used in such a way, technology 


was used in such a way that instead of 
being able to renew these resources, we 
have begun to destroy it and unless this 
process is reversed, we would soon be 
like aship where stocks are going down 
very far. | know that through very 
Personal experience when | was returning 
from England during the war on a ship 
and there was no way of taking supplies 
on the way. Since it was war time and we 
were ina convoy, the convoy was attacked. 
We lost some ships and we had to take on 
the passengers of those ships. We were 
exceedingly short of food until the first 
place where we could call. So now you 
imagine this with entire world which has 
no other port of call at all, which is 
absolutely on its own and so far we have 
not discovered on any other planet any 
resources which could be of special use to 
us for our survival. 


It is for the grown-ups and for the 
young people of our country we are not so 
bothered about what others do; we are 
concerned with what we have to do and 
to see that our resources are not depleted 
and that our resources are renewed. An 
important part of this is that all kinds of 
waste should be avoided, that everything 
that is produced, whether it is a plant or 
anything else, is used. to the full. 

As you said just now, the most 
valuable resource that we or any country 
has its own people, what is called the 
human resource. That resource also must 
be used to the full, which means that its 
imagination, its capacity for spontaneity, 
its capacity for hard work, its capacity of 
thinking—all these have to be used to the 
full so that the country can not only 
implement those programmes which we

Headquarters Noties 


REGISTRATION FEE 


At present a Registration/Renewal fee of Rs. 18 is being collected by the State 
Headquarters per unit per year. Out of this amount, a sum of Rs. 12 is being sent to the 
National Headquarters, Rs. 2 to the District Association and Rs. 2 to the Local Association, 
the balance of Rs. 2 being retained by the State Headquarters 


Recently, the National Headquarters have decided that the rate of individual 
Registration Fee per uniformed member be increased to Seventy-five paise per annum with 
effect from Ist April 1976. 


The State Executive Committee which met on 15th February 1976 examined this 
question and felt that it would cause hardship to Scouts and Guides if the Unit Registration 
Fee be correspondingly increased. It was, therefore, decided that with effect from Ist April

Proceedings of the deliberations by the Assistant 
State Organising Commissioners (Scouts & Guides) 
at Besant Park, Doddaballapur, 19 - 21 April 1976

The Re-orientation course was started 
with a discussion bearing on the standard of 
attainment to be aimed at during Rallies, 
Camporees, Patrol Leaders Training course 
and implementation of Prime Minister’s 20 
Point Economic programme. The occasion 
was made use of to collect information on 
problems faced by the Assistant State Organi- 
sing Commissioners in their respective areas, 
to reach the targets which they had fixed on 
their own accord last year. Solutions were 
found out to major issues affecting the 
progress of the movement. 


Shri S. Audikesavalu, State Organising 
Commissioner (S), Smt. Hamida Rahman, 
State Organising Commissioner (Guides) 
and Sri K. B. Nanjappa, Headquarters 
Commissioner for Training, arranged groups

4) While organising Patrol Leaders 
Training, boys and girls of II class standard 
only should be selected so that they can 
have the capacity to teach certain skills to 
Scouts. As far as possible Demonstration- 
Performance method should be employed. 
Different projects and bases should be set 
up to encourage among scouts shared 
Leadership. ! 

5) The Superintendents of Physical 
Education as well as the Assistant Educa- 


tional Officers be selected for Commissioners 
Course at divisional] level. 

6) The Assistant State Organising 
Commissioners agreed to collect information 
on active Cub Masters, Cub Packs and their 
achievement during 1916 for publication in 
the proposed Diamond Jubilee Souvenir of 
cubbing.

Protagonist of Scouting in the World 


Dr. Laszlo Nagy, Secretary-General of 
the World Scout Organisation, who was in 
Delhi very recently is one of the most 
enthusiastic protagonists of Scouting in the 
World. 

It is not the old image of Scouting that 
he defends but the new one. Scouting is no 
longer a leisure time pursuit for middle-class 
boys but a definitely Service-oriented organi- 
sation: Its strength is being channelled into 
‘nation-building’, 

‘In a developing country you cannot 
get very far if you restrict your activities to 
sending little boys into the woods to play 
Indians’”’ he explains. 

He adds that even the recruitment policy 
haschanged, ‘‘twenty-five years ago, we 
used to recruit where recruitment was easiest 
like in schools, now we do it where it is 
most needed like in the slums’’, he says. 

When asked that there seems to be little 
evidence of Scouting in the slums of Indian 
cities or for that matter in remote rural areas 
where there is certainly the greatest need; 
Dr. Nagy conceded that he was not really 
familiar with the situation in India. 

‘Of course the Movement is still rele- 
vant”’ he says. ‘‘The fact that our member- 
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ship has been increasing steadily speaks for 
itself, specially when one considers that it is, 
a voluntary organisation, whereas compul- 
sory youth movements in East European 
countries now have large numbers of drop- 
outs’’. 

Dr. Nagy is in a sense responsible for 
the new image of Scouting. As a result of the 
emergence of radical youth movements in 
the sixties and the ‘‘difficult period that 
they went through, the World Scout Organi- 
sation began to ask questions about its own 
image. The Graduate Institute for Inter- 
national Studies was asked to go into the 
problems and Dr. Nagy was directly in 
charge of the study. ‘‘We made about 100 
recommendations on how the movement 
could be reorganised and updated through 
a change in programme content. We had to 
change it from what it was originally to a 
movement for middle class boys in industri- 
ally developed countries’’, says Dr. Nagy. 

Before joining the organisation as 
Secretary-General, he was a teacher anda 
journalist. He is Hungarian but lives in 
Switzerland.

The Bharat Scouts and Guides National Headquarters 
The Prime Minister's Shield Competitions 


I. Preamble: 


The Prime Minister of India has been 
graciously pleased to permit the Bharat 
Scouts & Guides to initiate competitions on 
an all-India level and permit award of Prime 
Minister’s Shields to the units winning these 

, competitions. 


II. Purpose : 


The purpose of instituting the competi- 
tions is to make an effort to motivate the 
Scouts and Guides of the country to play 
their useful role in the service of the nation 
by taking up concrete service projects. It 
is hoped that our every Scout and Guide 
group in the country will involve themselves 
in this programme in the same spirit. 


III. The period : 


The competitions will cover the period 
from Ist April to 31st March next year. 
During the year 1976, however, the period 
covered will be from Ist July, to 31st 
December 1976. 


IV. The methology : 


(i) The competitions will be held in 
four subjects and are open to all Scout 


troops. Guide companies, Rover crews and 
Ranger teams in the country. All members 
of these groups will participate in the projects 
fixed for each subject and achieve definite: 
results. 

(ii) The competitions will be held 
separately for the Scout and the Guide wings 
of the Movement. 

(iii) The Scout troops and Guide 
companies will participate in two subiects 
only. Subject No. I wiil be compulsory 
for all and they may select one subject out 
of Subject Nos. II, III and IV. 

(iv) The Rover Crews and Ranger 
Teams will participate in three subjects. 
Subject No. I will be compulsory for all 
and they may select two more out of Subject 
Nos. II, IfI and IV. 

(v) The District Associations will send 
the list of participants from their areas to the 
State Headquarters by the end of February 
each year, along with registration fee. 

(vi) Eligibility ; 

The States will be eligible to compete on 
the basis of the following rules :— 

(a) From a District Association of 
the State at least four Scout troops and four 
Guide companies should enter the competi- 
tions in order to make them eligible for 
participation at the State level. 

(b) From each State a minimum of 
six Rover Crews and four Ranger Teams 
should participate in order to make them 
eligible for participation in the competitions. 
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(c) For the purpose of competitions 
each Scout Troop or each Guide Company 
should have at least 24 Scouts / Guides and 
each Rover Crew / Ranger Team should have 
a minimum of 12 Rovers / Rangers. 


V. Judging : 


(i) Each participating group will main- 
tain a record of the activities undertaken by 
them in a note-book to be obtained from the 
National Headquarters on payment of 
Re: 2. 

(ii) The record thus maintained will be 
sent by the groups to their District Head 
quarters by 30th April, each year. 

(iii) The District Associations will 
judge these records and forward the records 
of the groups standing first and second to 
the State Headquarters by 30th May each 
year. 

(iv) The State Associations will judge 
the records and forward the record of the 
groups standing first and second to the 
National Headquarters by 30th June each 
year. 

(v) The National Association will on 
the basis of these records select the best Scout 
Troop, the best Guide company, the best 
Rover crew and the best Ranger team in 
each State. 

(vi) As far as possible the District 
Associations will arrange to visit the compe- 
ting groups of their areas to check up their 
performance before taking a decision. 


For the year 1976, however, the above 
schedule will be as given below : 


(i) The groups will send their records 
to the District Headquarters by 20th January 
1977. 
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(ii) The District Association will send 
records to the State Headquarters by 20th 
February 1977. 

(ii) The State Headquarters will send 
these records to the National Headquarters 
by 20th March 1977. 


VI. Panel of Judges: 


The panel of Judges at District level 
will be constituted as below : 


(a) District level : 


President of the District Association or 
his nominee. 

Dt. Commissioner of Scouts & Guides 

District Education Officer or his 
nominee. 


VII. Award: 


(i) In each State the Scout Troop and 
the Guide Company, the Rover Crew and 
the Ranger Team standing first in the compe- 
tition will be awarded the Prime Minister’s 
(Running) Shield and a certificate signed by 
the Prime Minister. 

(ii) All groups participating in the 
competition will be awarded a certificate of 
participation signed by the Prime Minister, 
provided they get a total of 50% Marks. 

(ii) Each winning group will be invited 
to send all their Patrol Leaders and Rover/ 
Ranger Mates to a special rally to be held 
when the Prime Minister will present these 
awards. 

(iv) Each participating group will be 
invited to send the Troop Leader / Company 
Leader and the Senior Rover / Ranger Mate 
to this rally to receive the certificate. 


(v) The Shields will be retained by the 
winning groups for one year and will be 
returned to the National Headquarters along 
with the records for next year’s competition. 

(vi) The Scouters / Guiders of the 
winning groups will also be awarded certifi- 
cates which will be sent to them along with 
the shields, and in the case of Scouters and 
Guiders belonging to the schools a request 
will be made to the respective State Govern- 
ment to acknowledge this service of Scouters/ 
Guiders by making entry in their service 
records. 


VIIl. Area of activities : 


The area of activities for each Scout 
Troop or each Guide Company or each 
Rover Crew and each Ranger Team will be 
selected by respective groups and will be 
approved by the District Commissioners, 
but it shall not be less than 64 
residential houses and not more than one 
hundred residential houses, preferably near 
their Group Headquarters. Each Scout troop 
or each Guide Company or each Rover Crew 
or each Ranger Team shall select separate 
areas and there shall be no duplication of 
areas among different groups. 


IX. Subjects of Competition : 


The following will be the subjects of 
competition for both the Scout and the Guide 
Wings :— 


Subject No. I—Activities connected with 
twenty point economic programme. 


Subject No. II—Campaign for mainte- 
nance of cleanliness of environments and 
preservation of greenery. 


’ 


Subject No. II]—Campaign against 
harmful customs and prejudices prevailing in 
the country. 


Subject No. IV—Compaign for protec- 
tion of animals and Wild Life. 


X. The Syllabus: 


The activities to be undertaken under 
each subject are given below : 


Subject No. I: Activities connected with 
twenty point economic programme : 


(1) Organise and run a Hobby Centre 
at their Club Room or Local Association/ 
District Association Headquarters or at a 
Community Centre or in their School. 

(ii) Organise and run an adult literacy 
class in a particular area for at least three 
months and teach at least ten persons to read 
and write. 

(iii) Organise and run a Book Bank in 
a School or a Community Centre or in 
village. 

(iv) Organise Small Savings campaign 
in the school or the village and make at least 
fifty boys/girls to open Savings Bank account. 

(v). Organise occasional services at 
railway stations, fairs and festivals or at 
places where service is needed by the commu- 
nity as approved by the District Commis- 
sioner. 

(vi) Organise service during the 
harvesting season or help farmers to develop 
their farms. 


Subject No. II : Campaign for mainte- 
nance of cleanliness of environments and 
preservation of greenery. 
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(a) Maintenance of cleanliness of 


environments : 


(i) Organise house to house campaign 
on the need for the maintenance of cleanliness 
in the houses and environments and encourage 
householders to provide garbage tins in each 
house or provide a refuse pit; and empty 
these tins regularly in a common refuse pit 
or tin. 

(ii) With the help of the Health 
Department of the locality arrange to 
provide big garbage tins at prominent places 
in the locality. 

(iii) Maintain contact with the local 
sanitary staff of the Municipality or the 
Panchayat and arrange for the disposal of 
litter and garbage so collected. 

(iv) When no such arrangement is 
possible the group should provide for a big 
garbage pit in consultation with the residents 
of the locality and burn this garbage them- 
selves once a week in it. 

(v) Educate people to use potable 
water collected from protected sources only. 
If no such arrangement is available then 
persuade them to boil water for drinking 
purposes. 

(vi) Adopt either a school or a 
dharmashala or a park or a well or a street 
or any public place approved by the D.C. 
and organise cleanliness drive at least once 
a month to keep it clean. 

(vii) For educating the community 
organise an Exhibition on L.A./ D.A. level 
at least twice a year preferably on 22nd 
February and 7th November, to educate the 
people of the area regarding Precious Soil; 
Clean Water, Pure Air, Wild Life and No 
Litter. 

(vili) Encourage the Scouts and Guides 
to qualify for the Public Healthman Badge. 
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(b) Preservation of Greenery : 


Organise a tree planting campaign. 
Select a suitable spot e.g., acamp site, a 
village, aroad side, astream or a picnic 
spot approved by the D.C. and plant four 
trees on it and maintain these so that they 
grow ; 

Or 

Maintain at least twelve pot plants with 

variety of plants or vegetables; 
Or 

Grow and maintain flower a bed or a 
terrace garden; 

: Or 

Grow and maintain a vegetable bed or a 
kitchen garden and obtain fruit from it; 

Or 

Select a piece of eroded ground and 
work on it to prevent soil erosion and 
maintain it as such; 

Or 
~ Make a compost pit of reasonable size 
and prepare mannure of dry leaves; 
Or 

Set up a grass lawn and maintain it 

properly. 


Subject No. Ill: Campaign against 
harmful customs and prejudices prevailing 
in the Society. 


(a) Campaign against Dowry System: 


(i) Make ten posters showing evils of 
Dowry System and display these at different 
places in the area and write 50 hand bills 
against evils of Dowry System and distribute 
these from house to house .in their area 
twice a year on 2nd October and 14th 
November. Produce a sample of these posters 
and hand-bills with their logs. 


(ii) Organise meetings of the citizens 
of the area to educate them regarding evils 
of Dowry System, and administer a solemn 
pledge neither to give nor receive dowry. 


(b) Practice of toleration towards all 
castes, creeds and religions : 


(1) Organise community prayer meet- 
ings of all faiths on 2nd October and 30th 
January and invite all citizens of the area. 

(ii) Organise a rally of children of all 
sections of the society of age group 4 to 10 
years and organise games and competitions 


for them. Also organise a social function. 


, for them when light refreshments may be 
” served to all children. 


(c) Campaign for the removal of 
untouchability : 


(i) Organise regular visits to harijan 
localities and establish play centres for their 
children. Also organise a Cub Pack/Bulbul 
Flock or Troop/Company for children ung 
in these localities. 

(ii) On 15th August, hold a competi- 
tion in making posters and writing hand-bills 
against the evils of untouchability and 
display these at prominent places in their 
area. Send a sample of these with the log. 


Subject No. I1V—Campaign for protection 
of animals and Wild Life. 


(i) Organise a Prevention of cruelty to 
animals day at least two times in a year in 


collaboration with the local S.P.C.A., where 
it exists or in consultation with the local 
veterinary officer. 

(ii) Make posters to educate people 
regarding prevention of cruelty to animals 
and display these at prominent places in the 
locality Send a sample of these with the log. 

(iii) Encourage Scouts/Guides of the 
group to qualify for one of the following 
proficiency badges : 

Friend to Animals, Poultry Farmer, 
Bird Warden, Bee Master, Herbalist. 

(iv) Organise nature trails for study 
of natural environments and do one of the 
following : 

Set up and maintain bird feeders, bird 
baths, bird houses to study bird life in the 
locality ; 

Or 

Make and maintain a simple fish pond 
and breed fish in it. 

Or 

Make and maintain a pond for frogs or 
tortoise for their study. 

(v) Make plaster casts of foot prints 
of six animals and carbon impressions of 12 
kinds of leaves found in the neighbourhood; 
make a scrap book of pressed leaves, flowers 
or vegetable found in the locality giving 
details for their study and use to the man. 

(vi) ‘Gain knowledge about six wild 
animals and six birds generally found in the 
locality; make pictures of these, and make 
each Scout/Guide to imitate their calls. The 
Scouter/Guider should certify the skill 
acquired by each Scout/Guide.

How lovely were those five days of the 8th Annual State Level Scout Camp. It was 
a thrilling experience to work with the young boys who flocked from all parts of the State. 
Indeed it was a grand sight to see Scouts getting into the Besant Park—some with kit bags on 
their shoulders; some with suit cases on their heads; some with ruck sacks on their back; all 
with the happy faces of expectation for joyful camping days. 

The regular Campers never felt anything when they were grouped into different 
patrols. But the new comers felt a shock when their troop-mates were separated. This time we 
didn’t have much of passifying the ‘‘Weapers’’—boys who want to stay with their troop mates. 
All adjusted very quickly and well settled. 


This Annual Camp had its own unique features. There was plenty of learning by 
doing but not learning by listening. Too much of talking by the Instructional Staff was mini- 
mised. Scouts were made to work rather than seeing more demonstrations. Bases like Book- 
binding, Signalling, Pioneering, Carpentry, Ambulanceman, Mapping were all practical 
oriented.

To the Scouts of Mafeking and the Guides 


To-day is a very special day for millions of people all over the world even 
though many of them have never heard of Mafeking | 


It was here 75 years ago that my grandfather saw how boys could very 
easily take an adult responsibilities and carry them to the letter. For the next 
few years whenever he remembered the siege he remembered his Cadet Corps 
and the work they had done and slowly an idea formed in his mind. That 
idea gradually took shape until it became a reality. The reality of the game of 
Scouting. 


Now that game is played by many boys, girls and young people just like 
you in every country in the world where freedom of thought is allowed. How 
many? Well if you were to take ten buckets and fill them with sand each 
grain of sand would be one girl or boy for there are 15 million of us in all. 
Another fifteen buckets full would be all those who have in the past been 
Guides or Scouts and it all came from an idea that took root in an elderly 
man’s mind in your own town all those years ago. 


That is why it is such a special day for so many people even though most 


of them don’t know it, but you do know it and can be proud of your town 
and most of all the proud of being Scouts and Guides and playing our world 
wide game until you can play the much more exciting game of life. Good 
luck to you.

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Changes in the rules and A.P.R.O. 


Some important amendments to the 
rules and the A.P.R.O., adopted by the 
National Council at its meeting held on 
9-11-75 are given below: 


RULES 


gotate Association: 


a) Members of the State Council, 
District and Local Associations are segre- 
gated from the category of general Members 
and shown as separate categories. 

b) The State Council to include one 


or more but not more than three elected 


representatives ofAnstitutional Members. 

c) The Council’s term to be three 
years from the date of election (instead of 
first meeting.) 

d) The State Executive Committee to 
include one elected representative of insti- 
tutional Members but exclude elected 
representatives of Leader Trainers (S/G). 

Its quorum will be formed with six 
(instead of eight) members of whom three 
(not four) shall he elected members. 

e) Not more than five A.S.Cs., to be 
appointed from each Section (S/G). 


District Association: 


a) Members of the District Council 
and the Local Association separated from 
the category of General Members. 


b) Assistant State Commissioner in 
the District included in the District Council. 

(Rule 66 (19)—renumbered as 66 (20) 
should read as follows: 

-¢) “Elected representatives of Local 
Associations at the rate of one member for 
every 200 Scouts and one member for every 
100 Guides, registered with the State 
Association and computed on the census 
for the last but one year preceding the 
election but not less than two members, 
one of whom shall be a Group Leader of 
the Scout. Section, and not less than two 
members, one of whom shall be a Group 
Leader of the Guide Section for each Local 
Association : 

Provided, however, no Local Associa- 
tion shall have more than six elected 
members in all on the District Council. 

Provided further,, where there is no 
Local Association for any specific area the 
Group Leaders of Scouts and Guides and 
Scouters and Guiders shall elect not more 
than six representatives from each of the 
Scout and Guide Wing amongst themselves 
to be the members of the District Council. 

d) Three instead of Two Trustees. 

e) District Commissioners to be 
appointed for a period of three years coter- 
minous with the term of the State Chief 
Commissioner except in cases where a 
person is appointed for the remainder of 
the unexpired period of the said three 
years. 


f) The President to b2 elected by and 
from among the members of the Associa- 
tion (not ‘General Members’). 

g) The District Treasurer is to be 
elected by the Dist. Executive Committee 
from among the members of the Associa- 
tion (not ‘General Members’). 

Omit ‘‘Members of the Local Associa- 
tion’’ under ‘General Members”. 


Local Association : 


Local Council to include one each of 
warranted and registered Cub Masters, 
Scout Masters, Rover Leaders, Flock 
Leaders, Guide Captains and Ranger 
Leaders elected by and among themselves, 
and also one representative for each of 
the Group Committees registered with the 
Local Association. 

b) The LA. Treasurer to be elected 
from among the members of the Local 
Association. 


Group: 


A Group may have more than one 
Sub-unit (Pack, Troop, Crew, Flock, 
Company, Team) of the same kind. 

Added as Rule No. 109 the eoncluding 
rule of ““RULES” “‘All rules in force imme- 
diately before these rules come into force 
shall be and shall always be deemed to 
have been invalid.”’

“ Baden-Powell thought it would be an ideal 
site for Scouts to use, and be able to practice 
mountain activities. Encouraged by Baden- 
Powell, Scout Associations from different 
countries raised money to buy the chalet in 
1923. The grounds around the chalet were 
bought later to provide camping areas. 


In those days there were no modern facili- 
ties in the building, but over the years con- 
tinual improvements have been made. 


The Chalet 


For many years the chalet had fairly 
spartan facilities. Today it has central 
heating, along with all mod cons, and can 
accommodate 160 people in dormitories. 


The Tower Block nearby has further in- 
door accommodation for forty people. The 
Tower was originally used as a transformer 
station during the building of the tunnel, and 
later as a training centre for Swiss 
Scouters. 


Camp Site 


This is a beautiful park like area with a 
mountain river, the Kander, winding through 
the grounds. In Summer there are sometimes 
as many as 800 campers enjoying the Swiss 
mountain climate at Kandersteg. 


A weekly programme provides many 
activities; one and two day hikes into the 
mountain above the tree line — young mem- 
bers stay in huts while the older ones camp; 
survival course, wide games and ‘crazyz’ 
competitions as well as archery, table tennis 
and nightly campfires. 


Winter is usually for ski-ing — chairlift 
first to the ski slopes. 


However, last Winter a group of hardy 
Swiss Scouts camped in the grounds. With 
over a foot of snow on the ground, the gear 
inside the tents had a thick layer of frost on 
it. They enjoyed their Winter camping, and 
so did the one girl in the party. 


International Scouting 


There is a true feelingof International 
Scouting at Kandersteg. Last year Scouts 
from twenty seven different countries visited 
the centre.
